Cincinnati, September 21.—(Special.)}—The 
Constitution was wired early this morning 
poof the sensational arrest in this city at 1 
oclock this morning of William J. Myers, 
the young man wanted in Atlanta for the 
murder of Forrest L. Crowley. 

After Myers had been successfully trap- 
ped and lodged in central police station,

Myers was locked 
up at police headquarters there and this 
evening The Constitution’s correspondent 
caHed on him for more details concerning 
the crime. Myers refused to talk further, 
saying he had teld all he cared to tell to 
the Cincinnati police. At 7 o’clock this 
evening Lieutenant Bolan handcuffed him- 
self to Myers; and, accompanied by several 
Covington officers, went to Ludlow, Ky., 
two miles distant, where they were to take 
the 8 o’clock train on the Queen and Cres- 
cent road for Chattanooga. They missed the 
train, and will try again tomorrow morn- 
ing to catch the train for Atlanta. : 
Chief Deitsch stated tonight that the 
Covington officers were entitled to the pris~- 
oner and he warmly congratulated Lieuten- 
ant Bolan for what he stated was the best 
piece of detective work that has been done 
in Cincinnati for years. 

The prisoner accompanied the officers to 
Kentucky without a murmur.

ARREST OF COUNTERFEITERS. 


ing Money. 
St. Louis, Mo., September 21.—The United 
States secret service officers of this dis- 
trict have, arrested Adam H. Hoffley, of 
Ashley, Illl., and J. C. and H. S. Wilson, of 
Jonesboro, Ark., upon the charge of making 
and “shoving” counterfeit money. Letters 
found on the men show that they worked in 
harmony. At Hoffley’s home the officers 
found a complete counterfeiting outfit, 
including two presses, paper, ink, acid, 
thread paper, plates, etc., in quantities 
large enough to make $250,000 of ‘‘queer”’ 
money. Hoffley has always stood well in 
Ashley and his arrest is a surprise there. 
The counterfeit is of the $20 silver certifi- 
cate and jis dangerous. 
How Hoffley Was Captured. 
Washington, September 21. The arrest 
last night of A. H. Hoffley, alias Water- 
man, at Ashley, Ill., is regarded as a very 
important capture by the chief of the 
secret service, Mr. Hazen. The plate which 
he counterfeited (the $20 Manning note) was 
so well calculated to deceive that an Ar- 
kansas sheriff, who made the first arrest 
in the case, sent to the treasury a genuine 
note along with one of the counterfeits as 
a gample of the counterfeits, This coun- 
terfeit has been made less than three 
months and it is believed that not more 
than $4,000 was printed. The plate was 
made by a photo-engraving process on COp- 
per. Young Hoffley, who did the work, is 
only twenty-five years old, and it is be-

LATEST WAR NEWS. 


Three Ships of Japan Were Destroyed 
During the Naval Battie. 
Washington, September 21.—A dispatch 
received at the Japanese legation says that 
the Chinese loss in the great naval en- 
gagement is definitely placed at four ves- 
sels sunk and one burned. The Japanese 
fleet, it is officially stated, was compara- 

tively uninjured. 

It is reported further in the dispatches 
received by Minister Kurino, that the en- 
thusiasm among all classes in Japan is 
very great. The empress, as chief pa- 
troness of the Ked Cross Society in Japan, 
with her court ladies, occupies herself daily 
in preparing bandages and other articles 
for the Japanese and Chinese wounded. 

Three Japan Ships Destroyed. 

Loridon, September 21.—The Times’ shang- 
hai correspondent telegraphs that a special 
cable dispatch from Japan states that three 


Japanese warships, the names of 
which are not given, were which 
are not given, were destroyed, 
and ¥e Hi-Yei-Kan severely dam- 
aged y fire during the recent 


naval battle with the Chinese The Matsu- 
Shima and Setikio were also seriously in- 
jured. The dispatch further says that Jap- 
anese Official advices are palpably incom- 
plete. 

Preparing for Another Attack. 

London, September 21.—A dispatch to the 
Central News from Shanghai dated 6 Dp. 
m., September 2lst, says: 

“The commanding officers of four of the 
Chinese warships were killed in the engage- 
ment off the mouth of the Yalu river. Ad- 
miral Ting was wounded in the cheek and 
leg, but in neither case seriously. Five of 
the transport ships are reported to have 
been captured. All of the Chinese war-

Young Breckinridge Insults Judge 
Kinkhead on the Street. 


OWENS MEN ARE READY FOR WAR 


They Say That the Congressman Had Bet- 
ter Take His Medicine with a Pleasant 
Face—A Bitter Fesling Exists. 


Lexington, Ky., September 21.—Desha 
Breckinridge had a sezisational altercation 
with James Duanne’ Livingston, formerly 
of New York city, in the Pheonix hotel at 
5:30 o'clock this afternoon. Livingston was 
standing at the news and cigar stand read- 
ing an afternoon paper when Desha Breck- 
inridge came in and bought a package of 
cigarettes. Livingston spoke to Deshba and 
extended his hand, saying: 

“It is all over now; we ought to be 
friends. Shake hands.”’ ; 

Breckinridge with an angry look on his 
face, replied: 

“‘No, you one-horse scoundrel, I will not 
take your hand. You profess to be a man’s 
friend and then stab him in the back.” 

Livingston replied to this by saying he 
had ‘done nothing of the kind, when 
Breckinridge called him a d—d liar. 

Then Livingston struck at Desha and 
knocked his glasses off, following this up 
with a blow on the neck. Desha reached in 
his hip pocket and instantly flashed in the 
air the long, bright blade of a big dirk. 

Both men were ag pale as death. Living- 
ston, in a moment of desperation, grabbed 
at the glittering blade which Breckinridge 
had aimed at his heart. The: knife went 
between the second and third fingers of 
Livingston’s right hand, cutting the third 
finger to the bone. The cold steel sent a 
shudder through Livingston’s frame and he 
grasped his, right hand with his left in or- 
der to stop the terrible flow of blood that 
was dyeing the tiling of the lobby. 

Desha Breckinridge seemed to desire no 
more blood and gave Livingston two strong 
kicks. The hotel clerk and several by- 
standers rushed in and seized Breckinridge 
and at the same instant Matt Lane, a 
strong Breckinridge man, ran up and said 
he would take a hand in helping Desha. 

Two witnesses say that Lane 
also flourished a big knife, but 
Lane denies this. 

Livingston was hurried into the wash- 
room where his wounds were bathed and he 
was then taken to the office of a physician, 
where his hand was dressed. A friend then 
took Livingston “hémé in a buggy; afd 
Desha, Breckinridge went to his rooms 
across the street. 

After the r8w, the Owens men. began to

Desha Breckinridge and his friends intend 
to exterminate all the men who ~worked 
for Owens, as they seem to want to do, 
they will have to enlarge the cemetery.

J. Duanne Livingston is a man of about 
thirty years, and is the financial agent of

to Tammany. When seen by your corre- 
spondent, while his wound Was being dress- 
ed, he sald: 

“I took Desha’s abuse and made no at- 
tempt to resent it until he’ called me a 
liar. Then I hit him. I think I saved my- 
self from a fatal stab by grabbing his 
knife.”’

Just before the trouble occurred with 
Livingston, Desha and ‘Lane, who were 
walking up Main street in front of the 
Breckinridge headquarters, met Judge 
George B. Kinkhead, who made several 
speeches during the campaign, denouncing 
Colonel Breckinridge in the most scathing 
terms. Desha Breckinridge sald to Judge 
Kinkhead that the election was over and 
‘he wanted to tell him that he was a d—d 
liar. He also applied several other vile 
epithets to the judge, who replied that he 
was unarmed and did not want to have any 
difficulty in the open street. Desha told 
him to go and arm himself and he would 
meet him anywhere or at any time. He re- 
peated this several times.

The officers will meet the Cincinnati of- 
ficers who will conduct Will Myers that 
far.

Named Emma Allen. Don’t know number. 
Will assist in finding her when he gets 
back.”’ 

During the afternoon every effort was 
made by the detectives to locate some one 
corresponding to the description of the 
girl who was implicated by Myers. It wae 
Known to the detectives that Ben Allen, 
the only gambler of the name known here, 
had no sister living in Atlanta nor could 
any woman by that name be liccated here. 
Many think that the statement of Myers 
in this respect is false and that there is 
no woman connected with the case. 

Allen Has a Record. 


Allen is well known in Atlanta and hag 
a voluminous record. He has been arrested 
several times on the enarge of gambling 
and was released, after serving sénterice 
in the Fulton county chaingang on August 
2th. He left for Alabama immediately 
upon his release and is now supposed to be 
in Birmingham.

1 
have known the young man since he was a 
child,’ and for the last four years fave 
been most intimately associated with him. 
I had his fullest confidence in all relations, 
business, social and otherwise, and I nev- 
er heard of his gambling. The statements 
to the ccntrary do an injustice to his mem- 
ory, and deeply wound his devoted: family. 
No sir, Myers had never met Forrest until 
he went to see him about the mule trade 
at Roswell on last Mqnday. The report 
that they had met on a fishing excursion 
last summer is untrue, as is also the report 
that there had been @ correspondence be- 
tween the two young men. 

‘In this conftiéction I am authorized by 
the dead man’s father to say that Forrest 
had never seen Myers in his life before 
last Monday. 

“When Myers was driven up to Crowley 
& Son's store at Roswell on Moaday he 
asked the hack driver to point out torrest 
to him, who was sitting on the porch 
among several other gentlemen.

CROWLEY BURIED. 


The Largest Fuaneral Rosweil Has 
Ever Kunown. 


The largest funeral that Roswell has ever 
seen marked the last chapter in the tragic 
murder of Forrest Crowley. 

The Methodist church in that pleturesque 
little village was crowded to its utmost 
capacity and many could not find room in- 
side. The funeral occurred at noon Thurs- 
day. Nearly 100 people from Atlanta, & 
large humber from Marietta, @ large dele- 
gation from <Aipharetta and everybody in 
Rogwell were present. 

Forrest Crowley occupied a high place in 
his native town. He was a splendid, manly 
fellow. He had a fine physique and a hear- 
ty, frank manner that made him friends 
everywheré. He had the Knack of winning 
friends and everybody in Roswell felt bound 
to him by a warm and sympathetic tie. 
Crowley was @ prominent figure in Roswell. 
His father is perhaps the wealthiest man 
in that section and young Crowley hae al- 
ways been a good business man.

The inquiry appeared to worry some 
of our gofdbug contemporaries. They 
protested against such suggestions. 
The Charleston News and Courier de- 
clared that the idea of five-cent cotton 
was preposterous, and it made other 
remarks characteristic of the profound 
ignorance that the average goldbug 
brings to bear on the discussion of the 
money . question. 
Georgia woke up yesterday morning to 
discover that five-cent cotton was in 
plain view. They woke up to discover 
that the erop on which they place their 
main dependence has fallen in the last 
four years nearly G cents a pound. 
Meanwhile we have what the goldbugs 
call “sound money” and everything is all 
serene for those who get their incomes 
from bonds or from fixed salaries, 
During the last four years cotton has 
fallen from 11 cents a pound to less than 
6. The goldbug professors and apolo- 
gists declare that the fall in prices is 
due to improved machinery, but we 
should be glad for some of them to send 
us photographs of the improved machin- 
ery employed in the production of cot- 
ton that will justify the reduction of 
nearly $30 on every five-hundred-pound 
bale sent to market. The farmers can 
produce cotton at no less cost now than 
they could in 1890, and they can pro- 
duce it at very little less cost than they 


_ did in 1873. But twenty-one years ago 


a farmer could pay a debt of $100 with 
a five-hundred-pound bale of eotton,. but 
now he is compelled to produce nearly 
four bales to pay the same debt, or the 
same amount of taxes. 


'* And yet we are told that the farmer 


is better off now than ever because he 
has “sound money.” ‘This is the con- 
solation that all the people get when 
they protest against the robbery that is 
going on under the operations of the 
single gold Standard.

During the year ending June 30th last we 
shipped 108,465 barrels of flour te that. coun- 
try. Last July’s shipments amounted to 
42,261 barrels, Our consuls in Colombia all 
say that this flour trade can be greatly in- 
creased without any very great effort. 
Vice Consul Pellet, of Barranquilla, reports 
that 25,815 sacks of flour of 125 pounds each 
were received at that one port last year 
from New York city. The flour or the 
wheat frem which it was made came from 
the Mississippi valley. If there had’ been a 
line of steamers from New Orleans to Bar- 
ranquilla a considerable portion’of this flour 
would have been shipped by the more direct 
route. St. Louis should have a@ ‘big slice of 
this flour trade in the future: Cartagena’s 
flour imports from this country .have av- 
eraged 12,000 barrels a year for several years. 
Medellin, a mining town on the Magdalena 
river, 200 miles and mofe in the interiér of 
the country, received 24,000 sacks of 124 
pounds each last year, Colon, 3,600 barrels, 
and Panama, 4,250 sacks. It was all Ansp:r- 
ican flour. 

Our hardware dealers may be interesfe€ 
in knowing that Colombia bought $257,000 
worth of builders’ hardware and saws and 
tools during the last fiseal year. Her 
imports of American boilers, engines and 
machinery amounted to $120,000. There was 
a falling off for the year, but the trade 
in July this year, the last month reported 
on, amounted to $31,311, or five times as 
much as that of July, 18938. There has been 
a gain the present calendar year of about 
$33,000. Our export trade with Colombia in 
furniture, woodenware and other articles 
manufactured from wood reached $63,893 last 
year. This is exclusive of maciiinery. We 
have a pretty good trade there in agricul- 
tural machinery, 

In provisions we sold Colombia $161,000 
worth of lard last year; $20,000 worth of 
butter, $13,000 worth of beef, $9,000 worth of 
hams, $10,000 worth of pork and $7,000 worth 
of cheese, In cotton goods our Colombian 
trade amounted to $160,367 last year. In July 
last there was a gain of about 15 per cent 
over our trade iff the same time last year. 
As St. Louis is a great lumber market, we 
may add that our shipments of lumber to 
Colombia last year amounted to $132,000. 

These facts concerning the wade of 
St. Louis with South America are very 
suggestive, There is no reason why 
Savannah and Brunswick and other 
south Atlantic ports and interior cen- 
ters like Atlanta should not reach out 
for the trade of the countries south of 
us. “tg

No More Coroners, 

The New York constitutional conven- 
tion has abolished the office of coroner. 

It is said that in New York there are 
many abuses connected with this office. 
The coroners make it their business to 
investigate many cases where there is 
really no necessity for it. They invade the 
homes of grteftricken families and 
put them to unnecessary inconvenience 
and mortification, 

Public sentiment is so much opposed 
to the coroners that the convention has 
wiped them out, and hereafter their 
work will be done by other officials, 
probably by the city physicians. 

It is a startling innovation. The office 
of coroner is one of the oldest known 
to the laws of this country and England. 
In certain emergencies the coroner is 
the only officer who is authorized to ar- 
rest a sheriff. Perhaps it would have 
been better if the New York conven- 
tion had regulated the coroner’s mode 
of procedure. As matters now stand in 
that state, the city physicians may turn 


‘out te be worse than the coroners. 


Government Ownership of Railways 
The populists seem to be concentrat- 
ing all their energies in support of three 
planks in their platform. These planks 
declare against centralization, against 
the increase of the national bonded debt 
and in favor of the government owner- 
ship of railways, | 
_It will strike almost any. thoughtful 
reader that these propositions are in- 
consistent. We cannot possibly escape 
the evils of centralization if: the govern- 
menf is toe own and operate the railways. 
This policy would create an additional 
force 
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cipal the average mind i 
when it attempts to figure out the sum 
that would be required ta foot the bill. 

As a rule, the populists are farmers 
and wage workers who protest against 
high taxes, and governmental extrava- 
gance and centralization. If they com- 
plain of existing conditions how will 
they be able to endure the state of af- 
fairs that would be brought about by 
the government ownership of railways? 
If they feel that economy and home 
rule and lower taxes are the great needs 
of the present day, what will they do 
when over their protest the government 
takes thelr hard-earnings for two or 
three generations to pay for the rail- 
ways, and what ¢chance will there be of 
a free ballot and a fair count when the 
government scatters 2,000,000 new 
officeholders and employes over the con- 
tinent? 

But if the government should purchase 
the railways would it give us a better 
service and lower passenger and 
freight rates? Let us look into this 
matter. A report just issued by the 
federal interstate commerce commission 
is rather long for reproduction here, but 
it is too importarnt to be omitted. The 
report says: 


It appear that ten countries do not own 
or operate railroads, viz,: Colombia, Great 
Britain and Tfreland, Mexico, Paraguay, 
Peru, Spain, Switzerland, Turkey, United 
States and Uraguay. 

The following governments own and oper- 
ate some of the railways: Argentina, Aus- 
tralia, Austria-Hungary, Belgium, Brazil, 
Canada, Cape of Good Hope, Chile, Den- 
mark, France, Germany, Guatemala, India, 
Japan, Norway, Portugal, Russia and Swe- 
den—18. 

The following governments own part of 
their railways, but do not operate any, 
leasing all the property: Greece, Holland 
and Italy—3. 

Though not claimed to be accurate, it is 
believed that the following summary repre- 
sents an approximately correct statement 
of the relations of the various governments 
to the railways of the ~world: 

The relative rates charged for freight and 
passenger service on the government-owned 
raitroads and the facts cited in connection 
with such railroads are calculated to afford 
little encouragement to the advocates of 
sovernment ° ownership. A comparison 6f 
passenger charges per mile shows an aver- 
age in Great Britain ot 4.42 cents for first- 
Class, 3.20 cents for second class, and 1,94 
for third class. In France the average is 
3.86 cents for first class, 2.86 for second 
class, and 2.08 cents for third class, In 
Germany the rate is 8.10 cents for first 
Class, 2.32 cents for second class, and 1.54 
cents for third class, In tne United States 
the average chaftge is 2.12 cents. 

The average charges per ton per mile are 
as follows: In Great Britain, 2.80 cents; in 
France, 2.20 cents; in Germany, 1.64 cents, 
and in the United States, 1 cent. 

The interest on capital inyested in the 
several countries is as follows: United King- 
dom, 4.1 per cent; ‘France, 3.8 per cent; 
Germany, 5.1 per cent; Russia, 5.3 per cent; 
Austria, 1 per cent; Belgium, 4.6 per cent; 
United States, 3.1 per cent; the world, 3.2 
per cent, 

The systems of operation of the railroads 
in different countries is indicated: In Aus- 
tria about 40 per cent of the rajlway mile- 
age is owned and abong 31 per cent is oper- 
ated by the state. Upon the expiration of 
charters, not exceeding ninety years, th¢ 
lines and lands of the company revert to 
the government, but the equipment remains 
the property of the private owners, Before 
a railway is opened it must be approved by 
the minister of commerce. The tariffs of 
State roads are fixed by the government; 
they are subject to revision by the govern- 
ment, and the government has power to 
reduce rates if the earnings exceed 16 per 
cent on the capital. : 

For the year 1892 the operation of the 
government lines resulted in a loss in Can- 
ada of over $600,000. 

At the present date by far the largest 
portion (about five-sixths) of the ralflway 
system is operated by private companies, 
each company serving a definite territory 
and being comparatively free from compe- 
tition of other lines. But the railroad prop- 
erties are ultimately to become the property 
of the government. This system is a mixed 
one of state and private ownership. 

In Germany nearly 60 per cent of the rail- 
way mileage is owned by the government. 
Under the law the government is required 
to manage the railwaya in the interest of 
general traffic on a single system. It may 
cause the construction and equipment of 
roads and enforce uniform traffic and police 
regulations, 

In Great Britain and Ireland the govern- 
ment does not own any of the railways, 
There are stringent regulations provided 
by law and administered by the railway 
commission and board of trade, 

Italy hag tried both gtate and private 
railroads, and has come to the conclusion 
that it is not advantageous for the state 
to own and operate railways. The result 
was a reorganization of the whole railway 
systems. Under the present system private 
companies operate the state roads under 
contract with the government. 

In Russia the government is stated to own 
and operate about 40 per cent of the raigvay 
mileage. Nearly al] of the railways owned 
by private companies have received subsi- 
dies from the government. 

It ig stated that in the United States sev- 
eral of the states have tried ownership in a 
limited way, Lllinois constructed a road at a 
cost of $1,000,000, but disposed of it for $100,- 
000. Indiana had a similar experience. Geor- 
gia owns a railroad, but found it expedient 
to lease it to a private company. Pennsyl- 
vania constructed a railroad from Philadel- 
phia to Columbia, but subsequently sold it. 
Massachusetts, Michigan and several other 
states tried the experinient without suc- 
cess. 


It will ba seen from these official statis- 
tics that the government ownership of 
railways does not work satisfactorily 
anywhere. In Europe it results in high 
passenger and freight rates, and in this 
country the states that have owned rail- 
ways have found it to their interest to 
sell or lease them. The railways now 
owned by foreign countries were not 
purchased by them; they were built hy 
the governments of those countries. 

The way to settle the transpdrtation 
problem is to equip the federal inter- 
state commerce commission with all the 
necessary power, and organize it some- 
what on the line of our Georgia railway

Heretofore the Diamond Match 
Company has controlled the entire trade of 
this country and hag offered powerful re- 
sistance to the importation of Sweden 
matches, that can be sold here for half the 
cost of the native product. This company 
is more than a trust, It is a national monop- 
oly, It simply buys outright any competi- 
tor worth taking the slightest notice of. 
It is more powerful than a trust in suppress- 
ing competition and keeping up prices. 
Reliable estimates place the capital of this 
company at $20,000,000, liberally watered, 
and the annual earnings at 10 per cent on 
the capital. This has proved to be more 
than the Goulds can stand. Edwin, the 
younger son of his shrewd father, Jay 
Gould, who ig said to be literally a chip 
of the old block, has organized a company 
for the manufacture of matches. He has 
incorporated his company over in New 
Jersey, although the men interested in it 
live in this city. It is called the Continental 
Match Company.”

That exposition did 
much for Atlanta, for Georgia and the 
south. It has shown that where the cotton 
is raised there is the place to weave it into 
eloth (applause)—where the raw material 
is grown along beside the mill; and while 
it may take time to convey the mills to the 
fields, I have no more doubt ef our final 
success on that line than that I am look- 
ing into your faces tonight. 

“Now, Atlanta is about to engage in 
@ great exposition—a Cotton States and 
International exposition. This‘“is a great en- 
terprise fruitful of great benefit to the 
country. Atlanta is the one city that had 
the pluck and resolution to undertake so 
gigantic an enterprise at a time when the 
industrial world was drooping and withering.

saw.’’ (Applause.) 

Pledges of the Party. 

The speaker outlined the pledges of the 
democratic party to the people and showed 
how they have been fulfilled. Said he: 

“The democratie party pledged itself to do 
away with tariff as far as possible on nec- 
cessities of life; to do away with monopo- 
lies and trusts; to repeal the Sherman law, 
which was denounced as a miserable make- 
shift. Representatives of the party have 
stood by the faith that it is wrong and 
unwise to levy a tariff tax on anything ex- 
cept such as is necessary for the support 
of the government, honestly and wisely ad- 
ministered.’”’ (Applause.) 


What the Party Has Done. 

Recapitulating, Senator Walsh thus told 
what the democratic party has done:

The Sugar Trust. 

Speaking of the sugar trust, Senat@ 
Walsh said: ‘“‘Never was there a greater 
iniquity in the name of the government 
than the bounty by the McKinley bill given 
to'al special class, taking 2 cents out of 
one citizen’s pocket and giving it to an- 
other because he grew sugar, (Applause.) 

“No profession is so meritorious as to 
warrant such @ course on the part of the 
American government. If this bounty 
should last until 1904, according to the pro- 
portionate advance annually, this govern- 
ment, by the McKinley bill, would have to 
pay $152,000, 000.’" 

As to Silver Legisiativna. 

Hurrying on to the discussion of the 
course pursued by the democratic congress, 
with respect to silver legislation, the speak- 
er said: 

“The Sherman bill ought never to have 
been enacted since it was simply making an 
article of merchandise out of silver, 

“Silver has never been fairly treated as 
its claims deserved at the hands of Ameri- 
can lawmakers.”’ 

Here Mr. Walsh went on to show why 
England had to resort to the gold standard. 
He said Englané was a great crediting na- 
tion—a nation to which other nations owed 
$10,000,000,000. Thus, it was to England's 
interest to have the single gold basis. 

“I do not know all about finances,”’ said 
Mr. Walsh, “for Iam a plain business man. 
But I do know that between 1837 and 1873 
and from that time to this under the Bland 
act the seigniorage-in the treasury is being 
coined along with gold at the ratio of 16 
to l. (Applause.) 

“England will never consent to bimetal- 
lism until she is compelled to do so by this 
country or by international agreement 
with this and other silver using states. If 
it were in my power today I. would open the 
mints to the free coinage of silver. (Ap- 
plause.) Do you know there is a great deal 
of humbuggery in this question? There is 
@ lot of juggling in it. (Laughter.) There 
is not enough gold in the world to pay in 
value for one-third of the railroad proper- 
ties of this country. Bismarck said there 
Wasn't enough to go around. It is like two 
big fellows under a little blanket—not 
enough to go around. Russia is getting 
ready to go to war, and wants gold; France 
wants it; England wants it—they ali clamor 
for the precious yellow metal, and it has 
appreciated in value. It has gone far too 
high, for cotton, corn, wheat and all 
other agricultural productg have gone down 
proportionately. 

“det silver go free of coinage charges. 
Give it its full rights as a monetary metal.” 
As to His Race for the Senate. 
Having thus run through with a full 
discourse upon the issues of the day, Sen- 
ater Walsh advanced to the very brink of 
the stage and leaning over the footlights 
said in a confidential way to his hearers: 
“Now, my friends, I want to say just a 
word to you about myself personally. I 
was, not many months ago, named as your 
senator by the governor of Georgia. At the 
time I was slow to take th¢ position, for 
there was another whom I has desired to 
see in the place because I thought he could 
serve you more capably than I could. I 
was thus slow, I say, to accept the position. 
Now I want to tell you tonight that I am 
going to be slow to yield it up.” (Laughter 

and applause.) 4 

This witty manner of announcing his 
claims for election to the long term of the 
senate caught the crowd and they cheered 
Mr. Walsh rapturously. He then proceed- 
ed to advance many reasons why he felt 
no hesitancy in asking the people of Geor- 
gia to render him the further honor of 
serving them. 

Mr. Walsh closed his speech with a most 
beautiful perioration. He leaped to a flight 
of eloquence after his lengthy discourse of 
argument in @ way that absolutely surpris- 
ed his audience and thrilled them to a 
great pitch of enthusiasm and feeling. 

Said he: “But, my fellow citizens with all 
that we have had to suffer in the past I am 
buoyant and hopeful. It is my 
nature to see the bright side 
of everything. There never Was a cloud 
so dark that I could not see the silver lin- 
ing. Here in this fair land of the south 
tonight I prophesy that brighter days are 
dawning upon the most deserving race of 
mankind that ever inhabited the face of the 
earth. Here in this land, warmed by the 
most genial sunshine that ever shone full 
from the face of heaven and cooled by the 
Sweetest breezes that ever fanned into life 
the flowers of the fairy lands—a land by 
the divine right of things the very home of 
wealth, of chivalry, of prosperity and peace 
—a land with unequaled resourees from the 
rolling waters of the Potomac to the peace- 
ful shores of the Rio Grande—a land where 
corn grows rich and yellow on the stalk and 
cotton bursts in splendid fleece in the field 
here in this land let us be happy and free! 
(Applause.) Here in a land where every 
man carries with him in his daily walks of 
life his own sovereignty—where the lowest 
and most humble can lift their eyes and 
their hearts to the good God of us all and 
adore him in His own faith and way—here 
let us look up to the smiling face of 


heaven itself and give thanks for the plen- 


titude of the providence of God, and come 
what may, let us love our sunny south, 
love the sunshine that dwells around our 
firesides and rest content ’till the time 
shall come for us to leave it for that land 
that is fairer than this.” (Great applause,)

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Tho Full Meaning of Senator Walsh's 
Bill to Protect Mail Trains, 
INTERESTING INTERVIEW WITH HIM 


Rumored Projects of the Seaboard Air- 
Line—Other Interesting News and 
Gossip of the Roads. ' 


While the railroad employes of the 
southern roads for the most part under- 
stood the full purpose of Senator Walsh's 
bill for the prevention of the robbery of 
mail trains in the United States, a great 
deal has been made of it by employes in 
the west who seem to have a totally er- 
roneous idea of Senator Walsh’s aim. 

lt is interesting to hear the junior sena- 
tor from Georgia talk about the matter. 

‘As is well known to thousands who are 
familiar with Senator Walsh's personal 
character and private life, there is not a 
man in the whole universe who is more 
friendly to the laboring class than’ him- 
self. He has always been the laboring 
man's friend, 

For reasons like these, it seemed ridicu- 
lous to observe the utterances of some of 
the railroad employes in the west against 
Senator Walsh’s bill when he first intro- 
duced it in the senate of the United States. 

Of course, it was nothing more than an 
error on the part’ of the railroad men. It 


“was simply a mistaRen idea of the bill and 


of the man. And yet, it was a mistake 
that might have meant a great deal to 
Senator Walsh if he hadn't heard of the 
erroneous conception of the purpose of his 
measure placed upon it by the employes of 
the west, and hastened to correct those 
mistaken ideas. 

The bill Senator Walsh had introduced in 
the senate was one providing for the pun- 
ishment of those “who robbed, or attempt- 
ed to rob, or retarded for the purpose of 
robbing”’ trains carrying the mails of the 
United States government. 

The Botherhood of Locomotive Engi- 
neers out west, in some local division, catch- 
ing a mistaken conception of the bill 
through the imperfect reports that went 
out over the wires, held a meeting and 
passed resolutions disapproving the course 
of the Georgia senator. 

As soon as Senator Walsh read the report 
of the action of the Brotherhood of Looco- 
motive Engineers in the papers next morn- 
ing, he arose in the senate on a question 
of personal privilege, and said that the 
brotherhood had been misinformed about 
the aim of his bill. He said it would seem 
the engineers had thought it to be a bill 
to interfere with their strikes, stopping 
and retarding trains. 

Senator Walsh explained in his speech be- 
fore the senate that he had introduced no 
such bill as the engineers thought he had 
done. He said that his bill was simply for 
the purpose of preventing the robbing of 


mails, and while he said there might be 


Something loose in the wording of the bill 
that might have suffered such construction 
as the engineers had placed upon it, at 
the same timie there had been no such spir- 
it behind the measure, and for this reason 
he asked the privilege of withdrawing his 
bill and introducing one more correctly 


‘drawn. 


It was then that he introduced the more 
corfectly drawn measure which has no 
word in it about the punishment of train- 
men for going on a strike, it being plainly 


breught out that it is on only those who 


actually rob, or stop for the purpose of 
robbing trains carrying the United States 


mail. “ 


Senator Walsh Talks About It. 
“Nothing was ever further from my 
mind,” said Senator Walsh yesterday to 
The Constitution, “than a spirit to punish 
striking trainmen. I had not dreamed of 

such a thing when I introduced the bill. 
“I had come to introduce the bill under 
peculiar circumstances. Somebody came to 
me and told me that he had a private mes- 
sage that a party of robbers were going 
to stop a train leaving a certain southern 
city that night for the purpose of robbing 
it. He asked me why these mail robberies 
and train looters could not be stopped by 
law. I told him I thought they ought to 


be. He said there had always been some de- 


fect in the state laws abé@ut the business, 
and that some national law ought to be 
framed to help put a stop to the practices 
of the outlaws. Engineers had been kil- 
ed in their cabs repeatedly, conductors had 
been shot down like dogs on duty and 
postal clerks had been killed in various 
sections of the country, and yet the state 
authorities seemed unable to catch the ban- 
dits, they fleeing from one state to an- 
other and hiding here and there, 

“I took the matter up under such a condi- 
tion. I thought it ought to be done. Not 
one word had been said or dreamed of with 
respect to strikers holding up trains. The 
idea was simply to punish those who rob 
the mail] trains, or retard them with the 
purpose of robbing them. 

“The title of the bill is ‘to protect the 
United States mails,’ and that is the sole 
spirit behind the measure.” 

Senator Walsh’s bill was referred to the 
committee on postoffices. It has not been 
taken up yet because the committee 
thought it undesirable to recommend any 
legislation that would interfere with crimi- 
nal laws of the several states,

An Gutlet to the Southweat. 

It is quite the rumor around the local 
railroad offices that the Seaboard Air-Line 
will make a strenuous effort in the near 
future to secure control of an outlet to the 
southwest out of Atlanta-—one that it can 
call its own. 

Perhaps the reason for this report is 
based upon the idea so generally prevalent 
that. the recent scoop of the Atlanta and 
West Point and the Western Railway of 
Alabama -by the Central was for the pur- 
pose of putting its management in the fu- 
ture Solely under the direction of the 
Southern, which, as is well known, ig to 
own and control the Central. 

It is pretty widely believed that the rea- 
son for the Central change of manage- 
ment was to make the Atlanta and West 
Point and the Western Railway of Alabama 
simply a part of the Southern. This being 
true, it is a reasonable presumption that 
the Seaboard Air-Line, a competitor of the 
Southern, will not be allowed the traffic 
relations with the Montgomery lines when 
the Southern has control of them indirectly 
through the Central that has been granted 
in the past. ; 

Heretofore the Montgomery lines have 
been catching the traffic of both the eastern 
lines, the Southern and the Seaboard. 

Now, if it should be the plan to shut the 
Seaboard out, not allowing it to have close 
traffic relations with the Montgomery lines, 
it is probable that there is some in 
the statement that the Seaboard will look 
around for an outlet of its ow to New 
Orleans and the southwest. i

Professor 
Lucas has an excellent record as a teacher 
in the Porter Military academy, of Charles- 
ton, and while in college led his class four 
years, graduating first in seven depart- 
ments and second in the remaining two. 
He is especially fitted for the teaching of 
mathematics. 

In connection with the appointment of 
Professor Lucas to succeed Professor 
Spain, it may be stated that the Technologi- 
cal school will open next Wednesday and 
the promises are especially roseate. There 
will be more than the usual number of 
students this year, and the prospects for 
fine classes in every grade are all that 
could be hoped for. Very few of the boys 
of last year’s classes will fail to return, 
and they are especially enthusiastic over 
school work. 

Professor Spain Coming Here. 

In less than six weeks Professor Spain, 
formerly of the Technological school, and 
ex-center rush of the football team, but 
now Actor Spain, will be in the aity with 
the company he joined in New York. 

Professor Spain was loved by the boys 
at the Technological school. He was large, 
handsome and athietic, and won their 
respect as well as their admiration. When 
he left his classes at commencement it 
was believed by all that he would return, 
but only a few days ago his resignation 
was received, dated from a town in New 
York, and telling that he had joined a stage 
campany. 

Already Mr. Spain has been given im- 
portant roles, and has taken a part in “In- 
gomar.’”’ When his company reaches At- 
lanta, which it will do in six weeks or 
less, the Technological school boys will 
occupy all the boxes, and it will be a strict- 
ly “Tech’’ night. They are going to give 
him a rousing reception, and he will have 
every incentive to do his very best. 

Besides this, Mr. Spain has many friends 
in Atlanta and they will turn out ~to help 
give him a royal welcome to Atlanta in his 
new fole.

With much reluctance representative 
brokers admit that the tariff settlement and 
the adjournment: of congress have not 
brought the outsider to the stock exchange. 
The public seems to be engaged solely in 
their legitimate business. Likewise it is 
with regret that business men concede that 
trade improvement is slower than antici- 
pated, as the usual features show. 

The demand for money is very moderate. 
A 1 per*tent money market is not recon- 
cilable with trade activity. The south is the 
busy section of the country, a condition 
reflected by the increase of nearly 20 per 
cent last week in bank clearings at New 
Orleans compared with 1893. The west is 
getting dull after a period of spasmodic 
activity. 

This is indicated by Chicago clearings 
which last week were only 6.9 per cent 
greater than a year ago. Banks of that city 
complain of.a poor demand .for money. 
Clearings for the week were $83,000,000 com- 
pared with $78,000,000 in '93. The gain was 
the smallest for several weeks. 

Probably these considerations had some- 
thing to do with changing sentiment un- 
favorably. Probably also the slow growth 
of business is in part due to the crop dis- 
aster in that important section west of the 
Mississippi. Earnings, too, have been con- 
firming other unfavorable indications. De- 
creases are surprisingly numerous consider- 
ing the poor period compared with in 1893. 

Of the roads making their returns yester- 
day for the second week in September the 
majority show losses, notably Texas Pacific 
$17,208, Rochester and Pittsburg $4,708, Mis- 
souri Pacific $18,000 and Chesapeake and. 
Ohiio $22,017. Exceptional ;increases were 
Northern Pacific $35,315. St. Lowis South- 
western $2,436 and Louisville and Nashville

As regards the stock market the inci- 
dents and influences of Wednesday were 
limited. Perhaps the most noteworthy event 
was commercial, occurring outside of Wall 
street. That was a new low record for cot- 
ton. January sold at about 6% cents. The 
market has confirmed the bearish views 
frequently expressed in this paper during 


the past three or four months and which

The former outlook may not be quite as 
favorable as a month ago. It is, however, 
still indicative of an enormous crop. Prob- 
ably $9,000,000 bales as a guess will be found 
not far out of the way if the frost keeps 
off. Prices are low, but if crop prospects 
are realized and trade revival continues 
slow they will certainly go m erially lower

But ho man is so 
well established in public confidence that he 
can afford to have all manner of abuse 
and opprobrium heaped upon him, even by 
the lowest and most degraded of his feilow 
creatures, withowt showing the resentment 
that all honest men naturally feel by de- 
nouncitig@ the slandefs and characterizing 
the authors of them as they. deserve. i 
shall address myself to the task of disprov- 
ing every charge that I have noticed which 
reflects upon Ime as an Officer of the state, 
and shall give to the people of Georgia 
some of the reasons why I have been thus 
maliciously attacked, and shall have some- 
thing to say personally of the men who have 
continually and relentlessly pursued me for 
the last two years, and have dragged my 
name in the most vindicative and outrag- 
ous manner before the public week after 
week in the columns of a newspaper pub- 
lished in this city.

“I have no recollection whatever of hav- 
ing any conversation with Mr. Cornett at

gcvernor. I do no recollect making any 
such statement to Mr. Cornett, or having 
any conversation with him whatever, but, 
if I did, whether it be right or wrong I am 
ready to stand by it; but, as the charge 
has no connection with my office, and does 
not relate to my official conduct, I will not

‘T am not a candidate for any office.
